Meanwhile Stanford university 
trustees have announced no deci- 
sion as to whether to purchase 
Stanford Village from the federal 
government. The university’s trus- 
tees meet next Thursday and may 
further consider the matter at} 
that time.

“We are anticipating an early 
and favorable decision on the ac- 
quisition of land in the Village| 
area, and are therefore taking this 
step at this time,” the spokesman 
said. 

“We have been most acutely 
aware of our public relations prob- 
lem and have been attempting to 
identify ourselves with Menlo 
Park where possible.” 

SRI started in 1946 in offices 
at Engineering corner at Stan- 
ford and hence Stanford and 
Palo Alto postoffice addresses 
evolved. | 

The hiring of the 1000th em- 
ployee was hailed as a climactic 
milestone in the growth of the fa- 
cility, which is only nine-years old.

State ‘Purchase’ of Old Fire Station 
May Help District Build a New One 


Possibility that the 
ment” on a new fire station to 
serve the East Palo Alto area may 
come in the form of money paid 


by the state division of highways | 


for the present East Palo Alto 
Station at 2029 Manhattan avenue, 
was indicated this week. 

Fire District Chief George Car- 
ter reported to district commis- 
the regular monthly 
meeting Monday night, that the 
state had offered $17,290 for the 
present East Palo Alto facility. It 
stands in the path of development 
of a cloverleaf traffic interchange 
at University avenue and the free- 
way extension. 

District commissioners pur- 
chased property farther east in 
East Palo Alto, in anticipation 
of the need for removing their 
present plant, several years ago. 

The present station, known as 
station 2, was purchased by the 
fire district in 19382 and was orig- 
inally simply a garage. During 
the years since, dormitory and ad- 
ditional garage facilities have been 
added, largely by the firemen 
themselves. 

Chief Carter reported the money 
would be forthcoming fiom the 
state “within the next fiscal year.” 

Commissioners currently have 
under consideration their own 
budget for the 1955-56 fiscal per- 
iod; no date or building plans for 
the possible new East Palo Alto 
station have been discussed hereto- 
fore.

I returned Saturday from Las 
Vegas where I had been represent- 
ing the League of California Ci- 
ties at Operation Cue, the civil de- 
fense exercise in connection with 
an atomic bomb explosion. 

Unfortunately, I had to come 
home after last Tuesday’s post- 
ponement of the blast because of 
business commitments, and missed 
the Thursday “shot.” However, I 
was able to return to Las Vegas 
Thursday night to participate in 
the Friday field trip to observe 
the damage to the test structures. 

I asked a number of those 
present what their reaction was 
to the explosion itself. The an- 
swers were generally to the ef- 
fect that it was impossible to 
describe the beauty and the im- 
mensity of the blast. It was by 
far the brightest light, by far 
the greatest noise, by far the 
greatest rush of wind that these 
observers, eight miles away, had 
experienced. I wish I could have 
shared the spectacle with them. 

In contrast to the spectacularity 
(if there is such a word) of the 
explosion itself was the damage I 
surveyed on Friday. At the 4700- 
foot line it was true that the frame 
house and the brick house were a 
shambles. 


But the two one-story structures

COST ESTIMATED 

The cost of construction of these 

14 classrooms has been estimated 
at $18,500 each or $259,000. This 
includes in addition to the actual 
classrooms all covered corridors, 
storage rooms, offices, lavatories, 
ete, 
"The $18,500 figure per class- 
room was arrived at through past 
experience and architectural es- 
timates. 

It is definitely the board’s poli- 
ey to make every effort to lower 
this figure where possible and 
still have construction of a com- 
parable quality to existing build- 
ings. 

However, it is most important 
to give great consideration to 
maintenance in the planning of 
any school structure. 

It is quite possible to construct 
a building which would result in 
an extremely low maintenance 
cost. In so doing, the original 
cost could conceivably be many 
limes that of the conventional 
school building. 

On the other hand, a building 
constructed without consideration 
to maintenance could conceivably 
result in a very low cost building. 

It is the joint problem of the 
school board, administration and 
architect to ‘find a sensible bal- 
ance between these two extremes 
and to provide a building that 
will meet the needs of the particu- 
lar locality and come within the 
financing available. 

Experience has shown that it 
costs about $1000 to equip a class- 
room. This includes desks, chairs 
and other necessary fixtures and 
furniture in keeping with our pre- 
sent educational program, mak- 
ing a total of $14,000. 

OTHER COSTS 

Site improvements — grading, 
tree removals where necessary, 
obsolete building removal, grounds 
preparation, etc.—are estimated 
to be $7000, 

In any planning especially 
where it is possible that bidding 
and construction might be eight 
to 12 months away it is important 
to allow a reasonable figure for 
contingencies — normally 10 per- 
cent of construction costs or $25,- 
900. 

The district now has on hand 
approximately $20,000 in unen- 
cumbered bond monies which 
should reduce this figure to 
$5900. 

These figures when totalled am- 
ount to $397,900. The board has

Plant Materials Excite Comment as One Sees Spring Garden Color

Having wandered through many 
a private garden and public flow- 
er show these past weeks, my 
mind is full of random notes on 
choice plants, new combinations, 
fences, patios, steps, and what 
have you. 

As for plants, roses always ex- 
cite comment this time of year. 
Still my favorites are Fred Ed- 
munds, which has a marvelous 
orange tint, and First Love, a 
true pink. 

Both these bushes have good 
dark foliage and fine form, some- 
thing that needs more considera- 
tion than it gets. Miniature roses 
are a current fashion, and they 
can be treated like regular roses. 

They are grown on their own 
roots and have a lusty root sys- 
tem, so need to be spaced at least 
a foot apart. They need the same 
soil, pruning, feeding and sprays 
as big roses. 

Good places to plant miniatures 
are in rock gardens, as edgings 
for rose gardens, in crevices of 
steps or atop rock walls, in beds 
of other low-growing plants and 
certainly in children’s gardens. 
OTHER PLACES 

Their small size even suggests 
they may be grown in pots, or a 
strawberry jar. Pots in the house 
need to be watered frequently, 
like a sunny window in a cool 
room. The: real miniatures, red 
Elf and white Pixie are’ only 
eight inches tall. The only yellow, 
Baby Gold Star is all of two feet 
tall. 

Azaleas and rhododendrons are 
as exciting as the roses, and like 
them can be used in a mass or as 
a specimen plant. Two single 
white azaleas caught my fancy, 
Snowdrift and Avalanche. 

The orange to yellow azaleas 
(deciduous) bring a marvelous 
light to a dark green, cool, shady 
spot, and I loved a bright orange 
one against the variegated leaf of 
the native buckthorn. 

While rhododendrons are 
large, and the massive trusses 
of flowers can overshadow ev- 
erything else, they can be used 
as a specimen plant with inter- 
est centered in line and color 
and time of flowering in the 
small garden. 

Placed at the end of a garden 
it has good proportion and the 
flowers present a brilliant point 
of interest. Rhododendrons are 
hard to beat for size, color, text- 
ure and quality of flowers as well 
as for beauty of foliage and shape- 
liness of plant. If it is placed with 


annuals used for quick color—in 
masses. I like them all because 
they are inexpensive and service- 
able, and they boost anyone’s mor- 
ale with their cheery and abund- 
ant bloom. Quantities are most 
important. Annuals look best in 
massed plantings or in nine to 12- 
inch-wide ribbons, so try to buy 
your annuals by the flat, or seed 
package. 

Three delphinium may make a 
striking border accent, but that 
many zinnias or petunias would 
merely look like leftovers stuck in 
as an afterthought. 

One thing I want to try is crush- 
ed stone (pink or white) around 
newly planted junipers. 

This set off the plants in a hand- 
some way and acted as a ground 
cover while the plants are small. 
I would guess by the time the 
plants fill in the gravel would dis- 
appear into the soil. This would 
work well with any sun - loving, 
drought resistant plants, and give 
you a neat and handsome garden 
while you were patiently waiting 
for growth.

WEEK OF MAY 12 

The weather forecast calls for 
pleasant and sunny days until 
Monday, when more storms and 
wind should appear. But from the 
next Thursday on the weather 
should get better and better. 

If you remember back, May is 
always cool and unsettled and it 
seems to take forever for flow- 
ers to bloom again after the dis- 
play of flowering trees in April. 

But they are making good root 
growth, and the first warm, sun- 
ny days make everything bloom.

Caterpillars are everywhere, and 
they can “devastate flowers and 
foliage in a matter of minutes. 
Tent caterpillar nests should be 
sprayed with arsenate of lead or 


an aerosol bomb of: DDT. 

Cankerworms or inchworms, 
those dangling green or brown 
pests, should be sprayed with 
the same materials. 

It is best to have big trees done 
professionally, as it takes tremen- 
dous pressure to reach every- 
where, ;

If you have an oak tree that has 
been slow to leaf out and’ has 
sparse foliage, it is probably a vic- 
tim of oak pit scale. Investigate a 
small branch and you will see tiny 
green bumps all over the bark. 
Underneath is an: animal that 
sucks juices from the tree and 
will eventually kill’a huge oak. 

The time to spray (again profes- 
sionally) is sometime between the 
middle of May to the middle of 


June when the young emerge.

Argentine ants and earwigs are 
on the march, and they are best 
controlled with chlordane. One ap- 
plication ‘may be effective for: six 
months. : a 

I spray the foundation of my 
house to keep the ants outside 
and also ‘away from the founda- 
tion planting. While ants do not 
damage plants, they feed on the 
honeydew secreted by.aphis and 
carry the aphis from plant to 
plant. 

If you sprayed for aphis a few 
weeks ago you probably have a 
new crop and should use mala- 
thion again) Once: again, two 
weeks hence should control the 
situation.

A total of 1186 persons, includ-

OTHER POINTS

tightly together on the shelves.

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noted rare book authority William 
P. Wreden of Menlo Park puts it. 
In fact, he was the one who got 
us started on the climate because, 
among other interesting points he 
made, Wreden told us that our cli- 
mate here was ‘about as good as 
you could find anywhere” for 
books. 
CLIMATE IMPORTANT 

Wreden was asked about the 
proper care that should be given 
books in the home library, and 
climate was one of the important 
factors in the well-being of books. 
A too moist climate, such as 
would be found in the deep south 
and the tropics, causes mildew and 
other deterioration of books. On 
the other hand, Wreden said, a 
too hot, too dry climate was equal- 
ly as bad. 

The gas heat that most of our 


pull it out, pulling instead the 
back stripping off the book. Or he 
may tear it at the top, if nothing 
else. 

On the other hand, books should 
not lean in the shelves and if a 
shelf is incomplete, bookends 
should be used. 

Dusting is a big item in the care 
of the home library. And this, says 
Wreden, is an important item. 

IN NEW YORK 

Just about a month ago, the 
New York public library spent 
$7500 to have its 4,000,000 books 
dusted by a_ contracting firm. 
First the books were dusted gent 
ly with a hand vacuum and then 
gone over with a soft cloth. This 
very same mtehod is recommend- 
ed for home libraries. You may 
use either cheesecloth or flannel, 
Wreden said.

IDEAL TEMPERATURE 

For most books, a temperature 
of about 50 to 60 degrees is ideal, 
Wreden told us, adding that too 
many people keep their heat up to 
80 degrees. 

“Eventually this will bring them 
throat trouble,” he said, “think 
what it does to the books!”

ENCOURAGES LOVE 

Since Wreden loves fine books, 
not only for appearance but con- 
tent, it is only natural that he en- 
courages this love among the chil- 
dren. They have enjoyed learning 
how to treat books through use of 
the charming Golden books, but 
have little contact with comic 
books. 

This is quite a point at the Wre 
den home, along with TV. The 
Wredens have “tolerated” the 
Walt Disney comics—but no oth 
ers. If one of the children spends 
his allowance on another sort—no 
more money for a while and the 
comic beoks are confiscated. 

Television is “policed” at the 
Wreden home as father agrees 
that the tastelessness of most pro 
grams is no advantage for his chil- 
dren.
